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AN AWFUL WRECK ON THE GRAND TRUNK RAILWAY. 


THIRTY PEOPLE KILLED AND FORTY ARE INJURED. 


Telegraph Operator Made a Fatal Blunder and Sent the Flying Pacific 


Express Crashing Into a Freight Train—Many of the Wounded Were 
Exposed to Blizzard—Collision Described by an Witness. 


************************************************************** 


LOXDOX, Ont., Dec. 27. — A train 
wreck, bringing 


death to over two score of persons and terrible pain and suf- 
fering to about forty more, occurred at 10:10 o'clock last 
night at Wanstead, Canada, a station on the Sarnia branch of 
the Grand Trunk Railway forty miles from this city, when the 
Pacific Express, flying westward at the rate of fifty miles an 
hour and crowded to its capacity with passengers returning 
to their homes from holiday visits, crashed into an eastbound 
freight. 


The latest estimate of the fatalities is twenty-four killed 


and thirty-five or more injured.

DARK NIGHT.

The darkness of the night and the raging of a blizzard 


added horrors to the wreck. Fortunately, the fire horror was 
averted. A fire broke out in the wreckage of the day coach, 


but it was smothered with snow which was thrown upon it 
before it had gained any headway. The Pacific Express is a 


fast train. Last night it was delayed two hours by the heavy 
travel, and at Wanstead it was speeding to make up time. 


The frejght was working slowly eastward, under orders 


to take the switch at Wanstead and allow the express to pass. 


A BLINDING STORM. 


In the blinding snow storm neither engineer saw the oth- 


er train approaching, apparently, and the freight had just 
commenced to pull in on the siding when the passenger train 
came up. The shock was awful. The trains came together 
squarely, head on. In a second the baggage and express cars 


of the passenger train telescoped into the day coach. This 


da.y coach was reduced to splinters and fragments back to the 
last three windows. As it was crowded, the results were ter- 


rible. Fire that broke out was quickly smothered, but the 
fire was scarcely more dangerous than the cold. For three 
hours or more wounded and mained passengers were pinned 
underneath the wreckage, crying piteously for help, while 
they suffered from exposure to the elements. 


MUCH EXPOSURE. 


Exposure undoubtedly hastened the death of some of the 


more seriously injured and caused the death of some of those 
who might have been saved if it were only a question of ex- 
tricating them from the wreckage. 


The Pullman cars stayed on the track and were compara- 


tively uninjured, although the passengers in them were se- 
verely shaken in the shock. 


As quickly as possible, word was sent to this city of the 


wreck and a relief train with a dozen London doctors was dis- 


patched to the scene. The work of removing the dead and in- 
jured was at once begun. Half a dozen bodies were recovered 
\vithin a short time, and a number of wounded removed from 
the wreckage. Trains were made up to send the wounded to 
London hospitals. 


DEAD AND WOUNDED. 


Efforts to identify the .wounded and dead were attended 


with difficulty. The dead bodies taken from the wreck were 


frightfully mangled, some of them almost beyond recogni- 
tion. 


Edward Boise of Prescott was taken from 
the wreck 


alive, but he was so frightfully injured that he died two hours 
after being placed in the hospital in this citv.

ask The Hague tribunal to acljudge the 
dispute. 


The Interchange of views on these 


and other requirements probably will 
take place at Washington, where the 
Ambassadors can confer with Secre- 
tary Hay and 
obtain 
through him 


President Castro's assent to the precise 
propositions. The German Foreign Of- 
fice considers Washington a conveni- 


ent place for further negotiations. 


Foreign Secretary von Richthofen re- 


grets the long, delay which is likely to 
ensue before the final adjustment of 
the controversy. 


He had relied upon President Roose- 


velt's personality to take up the case 
and reach a decision quickly, 
Baron 


von Richthofen recognizes the declina- 
tion Is In strict accord with his 
mes- 


sage of December 2, In which, refer- 
ring to The Hague tribunal, he said: 


"It Is far better where possible to In-

The engineer of the Owl said he Raw 


the limited coming down upon him, and 


made every effort to get his entire train 


upon the siding, but the rails being slip, 


pery and curving, it was impossible to get 


up enough headway to escape 
the on- 


coming train. 


According to the engineer of the lim- 


ited, he expected to find the Owl already 


on the siding, and when he came within 


sight of that train, It looked as If she 


were in that position. 


As he came nearer, It was apparent 


that the Owl was not on the siding, but 


seemed in ft fair way to be there before 


the- limited could reach the switch. 


Wtoen the engineer of the limited saw 


that the Owl was less than 
half 
its 


length upon the siding, he tried to slow 


down so as not to take off the'rear of the 


train, but the limited had too much mo- 


mentum and the collision was unavoid- 


able.

FRIGHTFUL COLLISION. 


LONDON, Ontario, Dec. 27.—A frightful collision oc- 


curred last night between a passenger and a, freight train 
on the Grand Trunk Railroad at Wanstead, a station on the 


Sarnia, branch of that road, and according to the latest re- 
ports from the scene of the accident, thirty persons were kill- 
ed and forty were injured. The passenger train was' the Pa- 


cific Express, No. 5, westbound. It was running at a high 
rate of speed and the freight, which was proceeding East un- 
der slow headway, was to have taken the switch at Wanstead, 
to allow the passenger train to pass. Apparently neither en- 
gineer saw the danger in time to avert the accident, for the 
two engines came together near the west switch with a'fright- 


ful crash, overturning into the ditch. The baggage and ex- 
press cars telescoped into the smoker with appalling results. 


The wreck was complete and it is thought that hardly a 


single passenger in the smoker escaped injury. 
The other 


cars of the passenger train remained on the track. Word was 


quickly sent to this city and doctors were soon on the scene. 
The work of removing the dead and injured was then pro- 


ceeded with.

The engineer and fireman of the freight train are missing. 
The ill-fated express consisted of two baggage cars, a 


smoker, two first-class' coaches arid two Pullmans. The 
smoker, which was telescoped by the coach behind it, had the 
sides knocked out of it, the roof falling and imprisoning the 
passengers. It was in this car that most of the awful havoc 
and loss of life occurred. 


" : 
WRECK ON FIRE. 


The wreck, shortly after the collision, caught fire and 


but for the heroic efforts of a brigade of passengers, organized 
and led by an old man, who was himself a passenger on the 


ill-fated train, the disaster might have been more disastrous 
to those pinned down in the wreckage. 


This brigade put out the fire by throwing snow on the 


flames with their hats and hands. They then turned their ef- 
forts toward getting out the wounded who had their suffer- 
ings increased by a blinding snow storm and a thermometer 
near zero. 


The dead and injured are arriving in London by. special 


train this morning and the work of identifying the dead and 
caring for the sufferers is being hurried as fast as possible.

ACCIDENT DESCRIBED.

The accident is said to have been due to the failure of an 


operator to give orders to the express train to meet the freight 
at the station. 


One of the passengers describes the accident as follows: 
"We were running at about forty miles an hour when, 


without the slightest warning, the two trains met with terrific 


force. 
On examination it was found that the two engines 


were in the ditch. The baggage car was thrown on top of the 
first-class coach, instantly killing a great many and pinning 
about fifty other passengers in the 
debris. The screams, 


moans and prayers of the injured were heart-rending. One 
poor woman begged that her child be saved, as she was dying. 
The little one was carefully taken from the wreck and will 


probably recover.' The mother was afterwards released, Hj 


only to die in a few minutes. 


"About thirty people were killed and forty badly injured, 


some of whom will die. 


"The trainmen, as well 'as every passenger, did all th 


could to relieve the sufferings of the victims."

The 
scenes attending the removal of the dead bodies from

wreckage were pitiful in the extreme. Several families were 
on the train and the air was filled with the anxious cries of 
those separated from their loved ones, not knowing whether 
they were killed or injured. 


Miss Nellie Geddes of Sarnia was among the killed. She 


was returning with her sister, Beatrice Geddes, from a visit to 
relatives in this city. 


Beatrice was slightly injured and was brought baclc to 


London on one of the early relief trains. Not finding her 
sister here, she became convinced that she had been saved 
and had gone on to Sarnia, and this morning Beatrice left for 
Sarnia, confident that she would there meet her sister. 


The train bearing the dead of the wreck reached here 


this-afternoon. -All the undertakers in the city were called in- 
to service. There were twenty-five bodies in all, and some ol 
them were crushed beyond recognition. There were seven- 
teen men, six women, well advanced in years; one young 
woman about 25 and one n-year-old girl. A number were 
identified by their pocket papers. 


' AN AWFUL BLUNDER. ' 


MONTREAL, Dec. 27.—Superintendent McGuigan of 


the Grand Trunk Railway says his information is that there 
are about twenty-five killed and thirty injured, but a reliable 


list has not reached him. He cannot 
understand, lie says, 


now the operator who is charged with the mistake made such 
a blunder. He is one of the oldest and most reliable oper- 
ators, the superintendent added. He went in the service with 


the. Great Western Railway in 1877. It appears he failed to 
give the order to the passenger train to meet the freight at 
the station.

Department. The whole acreage of near- 
ly live thousand trees are now in bearing. 
Jt Is estimated that the crop of 1D02 will 
be 10,000 pounds of the cured product.

FLOCKING TO CITY. 


Contest for the Spoakorship—Southern 


California Bills—The Racing 


Issue—Political Gossip. 


(Special to the Tribune.) 


SAN 
FRANCISCO, Dec. 27.—The 


members of the Legislature are flock- 
ing to town preparatory to their de- 
scent upon Sacramento. 
Advices in- 


dicate that the first couple of days of 
the coming week will witness the ar- 
rival of at least eighteen legislators- 
elect and hold-overs, for most of them 
wound up 
their 
business ahead of 


Christmas and are now ready to fare 
the ordeal until the middle of March. 


Lots of politics will be done During 


the next few days in the Palace lobby, 
at the Grand Hotel bar, the Lick House 
House and the other places where the 
faithful like to congregate. 
The Sen- 


atorial election would, under ordinary 
circumstances, be the chief morsel of 
srosslp, but as It Is such a. one-sided 
affair, the other matters incidental to 
ushering in a new legislative session 
will have right of way. 


The Speakership, for example, will 


have the limelight turned on with full 
blast. As was evident three weeks ago, 
it has simmered down to a. duel be- 
tween Fisk and Dunlap, with Brown of 
San Mateo in the background In the 
event of a, deadlock. Flak claims 44 
votes and Dunlap 42, making a total 
of 88. Aa there are but 60 Republican 
Assemblymen, it is a difficult problem 
to make the two ends meet, and the 
fact becomes evident that a good many 
members have been double-ending— 
promising support both ways. 


It is now certain that the organiza- 


tion of the Assembly will not be de- 
layed by a protracted wrangle, for the 
proposition will be disposed of with the 
first roll-call. 
The Republican Sena- 


torial caucus will be held Wednesday 
evening, 
the

Thursday, and then the members can 
get to work.

FORESTRY FOR FARMERS. 


The farmers of this country, sci3Ts a 


bulletin from 
the 
Agricultural De- 


partment, own about 500,000,000 seres 
of woodland, ten times the acreage of 
all the "Federal forest reserves.

of it consists of small wood lots from 
which the owners derive their timber 
supplies for farm purposes. It was to 
lelp the farmer In caring for his tlm- 
berland that the Bureau of Forestry 
several years ago undertook to furnish 
him, without cost, with the services 


f its foresters. The offer proved pop- 


ular, and applications for 
assistance 


Hive far exceeded the ability of the i 
mreau, with its limited number 
of 


rained foresters, 
to answer 
them. 


During the season just passed the bur- 
eau has accomplished more than ever 
jefore in putting small wood lotH un- 
der forest management and in tench- 
;ig the farmer how properly to treat 
_is timber. 
T\vo experts have been 


employed In the North and South who 
lave examined and have put under 
management several thousand ncres of 
woodland.

His 
health became impaired and he was com- 
pelled to leave Java just as he was about 
to be rewarded with the highest scientific 
appointment within the gift of his na- 
tive country. 
He sailed in the private 
yacht of the Austrian Embaesador, who 
personally accompanied Prof. Vandlcat. 
For his service the Government of Hol- 
land granted Professor Vaudiest a life 
pension. In 1ST:; the distinguished geolo- 
gist came to Colorado and became chief 
of the In.nd department In the Surveyor- 
General'u office, a position he held for 
seventeen- years. He also held the chair 
oS Metallurgy at the State School of 
Mines of Colorado. Professor Vandiest 
was an author of wori-:i-wide fame on 
scientific subjects. He was the discoverer 
of a new tellurium ore in Colorado which 
bears his name—Diestlte. In addition to 
other accomplishments Professor Vandi- 
est was a painter of maiked ability. Four 
daughters and one son survive htm. Fun- 
eral services will take place in this city 
today.

Oakland is the third city in number of inhabitants and 


the second city in manufacturing importance in California. 


Oakland has the finest land-locked harbor in the world. 


It has a water frontage inside the jetties of over nine miles, 
every foot of which can he utilized for wharves and docks. In 
1874 the total tonage passing through the horbor was 154,300 
tons. 
In 1902 the total tonage passing through the har- 


bor, exclusive of the freight handled at Long Wharf, ex- 
ceeded 4,000,000 tons. 


Oakland has the greatest variety of manufacturing in- 


dustries of any city on the Pacific Coast. The only cotton 
mill in California is located here. The only flax mill in.Cal- 
ifornia is also situated in Oakland. 


Oakland furnishes exceptional opportunities for profit- 


able investment in lucrative manufacturing enterprises. 
Fac- 


tory sites contiguous to deep water and rail lines are cheap 
and abundant, and are being rapidly utilized for the loca- 
tion of manufacturing plants. 


Tiie City of Oakland is an ideal place for business pur- 


suits as well as a place of residence. 


Oakland is the county seat of Alameda county, which 


ranks third in weajth and population, and first in the pro- 
duction of fruit and vegetables. It is assessed for taxation 
purposes lower than any city in the State. The municipal 
assessment is a little more than £45,000,000, which is about 
sixty per cent of the market valuation of the property. 


The city limits of Oakland touch the incorporation lines

There is.only a dif- 
ference of 11 degrees between the mean temperature of sum-

It never freezes here, nor does the heat 


ever mecorne oppressive. The annual rainfall is 24,33 inches 
\Yhilc the climate is refreshed by the breezes of the ocean 
it is free from its fogs, and protected by the Coast Range from 
its tempests. 


.Yew building? are being erected in Oakland at the rate 


of icr.o per rear. During the past three years upwards of 
2:00 homes have been erected in the city. Rents and pro- 
pt-r:v values have increased more than twenty-five per cent. 
Notwit'isrs.iiding the enormous amount of new building there 
arc ff-w houses to rent, and property shows a steady upward 
trend. 


Oakland is the Pacific terminus of the Southern and the 


Central Pacific transcontinental lines, also the California and1 


Oregon and other local lines. The Santa Fe is now build- 
ing into the city, and a fourth transcontinental line -has just 
secured a right of way to enter. The entire harbor and bay 
front is girded with railway tracks, thus bringing ship and car 
together to the greatest advantage for commerce and manu- 
facturing. 


Oakland has well organized police and fire departments. 


Insurance rates are low, and the city is remarkably free 
ircm crime. 


tories, paint works, brick'yards, potteries and tile works, plan- 
ing mills, car shops, foundries, box factories, engine works, 
ore.sampling works and-mariy other enterprises.

Oakland has the largest wooden shipbuilding yards on 


the Pacific Coast, and two of her yards a.re now being en- 
larged to.permit the .construction .of, iron and steel vessels. 
The largest wooden vessels ever bxtilt on San Francisco 'bay 
were launched at the Oakland yards. 


Oakland has nine banks with an aggregate capital and 


reserves of $2,200,000 and deposits of over $19,000,000. 
The 


savings deposits aggregate over $14,000,000. 
There has 


never, been a bank failure in the city.

The educational system of. Oakland is unsurpassed. The 


public schools embrace a High School, a Polytechnic High 
School and seventeen grajnmar schools. There are also eight 
religious grammar and private schools and a number of pri- 
vate schools, including Snell Seminary, California College, 
St. Mary's Colege, The Sacred Heart Convent school, Poly- 
technic Business College and Miss Horton's School. In the 
suburbs is located Mills College, the chief institution of higher 
learning for women on the Pacific. At Berkeley is the Uni- 
versity of California, third among 
American universities.

Oakland has a supply of 13,000,000 gallons daily of pure 


soft water drawn from reservoirs in the Contra Costa hills 
and artesian wells. This supply is amply sufficient -for a city 
of 150,0x30 inhabitants. 


The largest coal bunkers in California are in Oakland 


harbor. Ships and cars meet at all points on its water front. 
The harbor is but six miles from the Golden Gate, yet is per- 
fectly land-locked and free from storms or serious tidal dis- 
turbances. 
The harbor affords anchorage for the navy of 


the United States. 


Oakland is connected with San Francisco by three fer- 


ries two of which run in connection with local trains that 
traverse this city, Berkeley Alameda, Emeryville and Fruit- 
\Tv1e. affording a rapid and cheap service every fifteen minutes. 
A new ferrv is now being constructed to run in connection 
with the electric street railway system and also the Santa 
Fe railroad. A franchise has been granted for a fifth ferry to 
run in connection with another transcontinental railroad sys- 
tem, which will run steam local trains for the convenience 
M patrons. The steam railway mileage in the county exceeds 
150 miles while the electric railway mileage exceeds 135 miles. 
Both arc increasing.

In the region immediately tributary to Oakland are the 


incorporated towns of Alameda, Berkeley, Emeryville, Point 
Richmond, Haywards, San Leandro, Pleasanton, Livermore, 
and the unincorported towns of Mclrose, Piedmont, Fitch- 
burg, Fruitvale, Elmhurst, Niles, San Lorenzo, Centerville, 
Warm 5>prings, Decoto, Mission San Jose, Irvington, New- 
ark, Sunol Claremont and Alvarado. All these places are 
connected with Oakland by steam railroads, a.nd most of them 
bv electric roads as well.

Persian and Arabic tongues, annals 
which cleans- prove that all tbe sultans of 
the Ottoman dynasty were prodigies of

OUTLINED BY KRLTTSCHNITT 


Railroad Men Are Given Complete information 


on the Subject—News From the 


West Oakland Yards. 


Pursuant to the action recently tak- 


en by the Board of Directors of the 
Southern 
Pacific Company in New 


York. In regard to a system o£ pen- 
siono for the purpose of enabling em- 
ployes of the company who have ren- 
dered It long service to retire from 
duty when they have attained an age 
necessitating relief from duty, the fol- 
lowing rules and regulations have just 
been sent to the head officials at the 
\Vest Oakland yards: 


"The administration of the Pension 


Department shall be by a board of of- 
ficers, to be known as the Board of 
Pensions and whose office shall be in 
San Francisco. Such board shall, un- 
less otherwise ordered, consist of -the 
following officers of the company: 
As- 


sistant to president, manager Pacific 
system, engineer maintenance of way, 
general 
superintendent 
of 
motive 


power, auditor, chief counsel and chief 
surgeon. 


"The Board of Pensions shall, sub- 


ject to the approval of the president, 
have power— 


"To make and enforce rules and reg- 


ulations for the efficient operation of 
the Pension Department. 
j 


"To ^determine the eligibility of emy 


ployes to receive pension allowanofs, 
to fix the amount of such allowances 
and to prescribe the conditions under 
^vhlch such allowances may inure. 


"They shall make rules for their own 


government 
not 
inconsistent 
with 


these regulations, 
elect 
a chairman 


from their own number, appoint a sec- 
retary and from time to time as re- 
quired make reports of their action to 
the assistant president. 


"The actions of the Board of Pen- 


sions, when approved by the assistant 
to the president, shall be final and con- 
clusive. 


forming the Southern Pacific Company 
and the service of any employe shall 
be considered as continuous from the 
date from which he has been continu- 
ously employed, whether prior or sub- 
sequent to .their acquisition by the 
Southern Pacific Company. • 


"In computing service it shall be 


reckoned from the date ;slnce which 
the person has been, continuously in 
the service to the date when retired, 
eliminating in the final result any frac- 
tional part of a month. 


"Leave of absence, suspension, dis- 


missal followed by reinstatement with- 
in one year, or temporary lay-off on 
account of reduction of force, when 
unattended b}' other employment, is 
not considered as a break in the con- 
tinuity of .service. 


"Persons who 
leave 
the 
service 


thereby relinquish 
all 
claims to the 


benefits o£ pension allowances. 


"The pension allowances authorized 
are upon the following basis. 


"For each year of service, an allow- 


ance of 1 per 
cent 
of the average 


monthly pay received for the ten years 
preceding retirement. 
Thus If an em- 


ploye has been in the service for forty 
years and Ms average salary or wages 
for the last ten years was $75 per 
month,' his pension allowance would 
be 40 per 
cent 
of 
$75, or $30 per 


rnonth. 


"The sum of $100,000 is hereby set 


apart as a pension fund, in addition to 
which the company will In each year 
make a further appropriation if neces- 
sary of an amount not to exceed $90,- 
000 in payment of pension allowances 
for s\ich year. 


"Whenever it shall be found that the 


basis of pension allowances shall cre- 
ate demands in excess of interest on 
the $100,000 and an annual appropria- 
tion of $90,000 and as often as such 
conditions may arise, in the absence of 


"The benefits of the pension system any action by the Board of Directors 


will apply only to those persons who I increasing the yearly amount usable 
have been required to give entire time I for pensions, a new basis ratably re- 
to the Southern Pacific Company or to j due-Ing the pension allowances may be 
that company and some ether railroad 
company or companies Jointly. In case 
of such Joint employment the Board 
of Pensions shall decide the amount of 
the employe's monthly pay that shall 
be used in determining the pension al- 
lowance. 


"All officers and employes who have 


attained the age of TO years shall be 
retired. 
Such of them that have beon 


in the service twenty years shall bo 
pensioned. 


"Locomotive engineers and firemen, 


conductors, flag-men, brakemen, train 
baggagemen, yard masters, switchmen, 
bridge foremen, section foremen and 
road masters who have attained the 
age of 66 years may be retired. Such 
of them that have been twenty years 
In the service shall be pensioned when 
retired. 


"Officers and employes between the 


ages of 61 and 70 years who have been 
twenty years in the service and who 
have been incapacitated may be re- 
tired and pensioned. 


"In case an employe between 61 and 


70 years of age claims that he is, or 
should his employing officer consider 
him Incapacitated for further service, 
he may make application or be recom- 
mended for retirement and the Board 
of Pensions shall determine whether or 
not he shall be retired from service. 
"Physical 
examinations 
shall 
be 


made of employes recommended for 
retirement who are under 70 years of 
age, and a report thereof with the rec- 
ommendation 
of the 
chief 
surgeon 


shall be transmitted to the Board of 
Pensions for consideration in determin- 
ing such cases. 


"Retirement shall be made effective 


from the first day 
of 
the calendar 


month following that in which the per- 
son shall have attained the specified 
age, or from the first day of a calendar 
month to be determined by the Board 
of Pensions. 


"The terms 'service' ana 'in the ser- 


vice' will refer to employment upon or 
In connection with any of the railways 


established to bring the expenditures 
within the limit of the fund, and the 
decision o£ the Board of Directors in 
establishing- such new basis shall be 
absolutely conclusive. 


"Notice of any such change of rate 


shall be given before the beginning of 
the fiscal year in which the change 
shall become effective. 


"When pension allowances shall be 


authorized pursuant to these regula- 
tions, they shall'be paid monthly dur- 
ing the life of the beneficiary; provid- 
ed, however, that the company may 
withhold Its allowance in all cases of 
gross misconduct. 


"In payment of pension allowances, 


a pay-roll, showing the names of those 
to whom allowances have been made 
and the amounts of such allowances, 
shall be prepared at the close of each 
month by the secretary of the Board 
of Pensions, certiflerl to by him and ap- 
proved by the chairman of the Board, 
and then forwarded to the auditor, who 
will, after 
verification 
and registry, 


send it through the usual channels for 
payment. 


"It shall be the duty of every em- 


ploying officer to report at once to the 
secretary of the Board of Pensions all 
employes ,)vho In January, February 


I and March, 1903, shall have attained 


i the age of 70 years, and of those em- 
j ployes specified who have attained the 


j age of 
65 years, and thereafter, at 


least three months in advance of the 
date of retirement, all employes about 
to attain the requisite age for consid- 
eration for pension allowance. 


"The secretary of the Board of Pen- 


sions must keep himself advised of the 
whereabouts of 
the 
pensioned em- 


ployes and shall require satisfactory 
evidence from each employe, at least 
once a year and oftener If necessary, 
showing that he is entitled to the pen- 
sion allowance. It shall be the duty of 
any official who may notice or receive 
any advice of gross misconduct on the 
part of 
any 
pensioned employe to 


promptly notify the • secretary of 
the 


Board of Pensions in relation thereto, 
who will report the circumstances to 
the Board of Pensions. 


"In order to preserve direct personal 


relatlonta between the company and it« 
retired employes, and that they may 
continue to enjoy the benefit of'the 
pension system, no assignment of pen- 
sions will be permitted or recognized. 


"The acceptance of a pension allow- 
ance does not debar a retired employe 
froin engaging in any other business 
which Is not prejudicial to the inter- 
ests of this company, but he cannot re- 
enter the services of the company. 


"No person Inexperienced in railway 


work over 35 years of age and no per- 
son over 46 years of age shall hereaf- 
ter be taken into the service; provid- 
ed, how.ever, that in the discretion of 
the assistant to the president persons 
may temporarily be taken into the ser- 
vice irrespective of age,' for a period 
not exceeding six months, and that this 
period may be extended, if necessary, 
to complete the work for which said 
persons 
were 
originally 
employed; 


provided also, that, with the approval 
of the Board of Directors, persons may 
be employed indefinitely, irrespective 
of age limit, where the service to be 
rendered requires professional or other 
special qualifications. 


"Neither the action of the Board of 


Directors in establishing a system of 
pensions, rior any other action now or 
hereafter taken by 
them or by "the 


Board of Pensions in the Inauguration 
and operation of a Pension Depart- 
ment, shall be construed as giving to 
any oflBeer, agent or employe of the 
company a right to be retained In its 
service or any right or claim to any 
pension allowance, and the company 
expressly reserves its right and privi- 
lege to discharge at arfy time any offi- 
cer? agent or employe when the inter- 
ests of the company, In its Judgment, 
may so require, without- liability for 
any claim for pension or other allow- 
ances than salary or wages due and 
unpaid. 


"These rules and regulations shall 
take effect January 1. 1903.

the Best in the Country. 


The Reputation of the Heats Are of the Highest 


Grade and the Firms Located Here Do 


a Lucrative Business. 


A representative of THE TRIBUNE 


made his annual tour of Oakland's 
stock yards a few days ago and, as is 
usually the case, found them all In ex- 
cellent condition. 
They compare fa- 


vorably with the best In the country— 
In the equipment and facilities and 
condition 
generally speaking. 
The 


wholesale butchers at Emeryville can 
well feel proud of the splendid man- 
ner In which they keep their slaghter 
bouses. A person visiting a slaughter 
house must expect to see tilings that 
are not roost inviting. You \vtll sse 
blood and smell blood, that's to be ex- 
pected, this cannot be avoided. You 
must expect such scenes in the slaugh- 
tering of cattle, hogs, 
calves 
and 
sheep. 
In 
cleanliness the slaughter 
houses at Kmcryville cannot be sur- 
passed. 
They are kept absolutely' In 


the very best shape in all respects. The 
disagreeable odor 
usually found 
In 


placas where cattle are killed is ap- 
parently eliminated here. To be sure, 
there are 
some unpleasant features, 


but as a rule the houses are free from 
the usual unpleasant features of such 
places and the Emeryville houses are 
scrupulously neat. The floors are re- 
markably clean. Just as soon as the 
slaughtering is finished the floors are 
washed down and the abundance of 
lime used prevents bad smells. Ant- 
rnals are 
never 
crowded 
Into the 


slaughter houses 
directly 
from the 
cars. Such statements hav° been as- 
serted, but It is not so. The stock is 
first quartered in large corrals, and 
thfre they are allowed to remain at 
least several days after , being taken 
from the cars, before being killed, giv-

That section six of Ordinance No. 2175 


entitled "An Ordinance regulating the col- 
lection, gathering, removing and dispos- 
ing of garbage," etc., approved Dec. 17, 
1902, be amended to read as follows: 


SECTION 6. 


All garbage accumulated at any private 


dwelling-house or residence shall be re- 
moved by the City Garbage Crematory or 
ouch other crematory as may be hereaf- 
ter legally established at regular Inter- 
vals of once a week or oftener If neces- 
sary, and muat be taken to the 
City 


Garbage Crematory or other such crema- 
tory as may be hereafter legally estab- 
lished in said city and must~be consumed 
and incinerated therein to an odorless ash 
and such crematory shall likewise remove 
all ashes and waste matter. For 
such 


services the occupant, tenant or lessee of 
each house or Hat shall pay .to the au- 
thorized agent or collector of the city or 
other garbage crematory the sum o'f 35 
cents per month for each ten gallon gar- 
bage can removed once a week or less 
per month; and for such can removed 
additional to a removal of once a week 
7 J-2 cents per can. The removal of all 
ashes and waste matter shall be optional 
with the tenant, lessee or occupant of ev- 
ery residence house or flat, and must when 
required, be removed free of charge, pro- 
vided 
such 
ashes and waste matter 


amount to twenty gallons or less 
per 


week, for any person paying for the re- 
moval of garbage from the same prem- 
ises, and Jl per cubic yard for any excess 
above twenty gallons per week. Any per- 
son having ashes or waste matter re- 
moved from a residence house or flat 
from which said crematory does not re- 
move garbage, shall pay 35 cents 
per 


month for having 
the same 
removed 


weekly and amounting to twenty gallons or 
less .weekly; and if more shall pay Jl per 
cubic yard for such waste matter or 
ashes removed. 


Further provided, however, .that any 


person producing garbage may make a 
contract for the removal of auch garbage 
to beyond the city limits for remunera- 
tion for such garbage, but such person 
must first obtain a permit 
from the 


Board of Health of the City of Oakland 
that the person so removing garbage Is 
properly equipped to do so in a sanitary 
manner and that such removal is not con- 
trary to the best health and sanitary con- 
dition of the city; and that the person so 
having the same removed is receiving re- 
muneration therefor; and such removal 
must comply with all the provisions of 
this ordinance for the segregation, 
re- 


moval andv transportation of garbage.

The school teachers of Newark. X. 


J., nay that they save a good deal of 
time every d«,y by cooking their own 


lunchooni. In almost all the »cb,ool- 
Hou«e» of that city there'll to be fouru 
in the teacher*' room a couy cupboard 
so dmped that to a strange ey^ ,)t ap- 
pears to be a library, and, accordingly 
In perfect harmony with Km surround- 
ings. The teachers' room is uniformly 
furnished 
tastefully, 
for there the 
school mistress Is able at noon hour 
and at other odd times, to escape a few 
moments from the noise and confine- 
ment of the class room. 
But when the noon hour comes wha 
appears to be a set of book shelves is 
transformed, by the mere shifting of a 
curtain, into a cozy kitchen, with gaa 
stove, tea kettle, dishes and cutlery 
.Forthwith the little center table i 
cleared of its load of text books, 
i 
snowy white cloth is spread, and the 
dishes are placed about. The gas is 
lighted, while the kindergarten teacher 
playfully recites: 


"Polly, put the kettle on, and we'll 


all take tea." 


The work Is generally a!ott*d - sys- 
tematically, so that one gets the water, 
another sets the table, another cooks, 
while one of the "trust" make* the 
necessary purchases* at the neighbor- 
ing grocery on her way to school. The 
others clean the dishes, and in order 
to make this particular part of the 
work the more attractive, the shifts 
are changed from week to week.

The suspension 
bridge jrected by | 
this company at Carqulnez Straits is j 


unsurpassed as a feat of engineering. 


The Straits have hitherto been sup- 
posed to be unbridgable for railway 
purposes, but the Pacific Construction 
Company of San Francisco, under the 
supervision of its chief engineer, F. A. 
Koetitz, accomplished a feat previous- 
ly deemed impossible, owing to 
the 


heavy and dangerous tidal flow. 
The 


width of the channel to toe bridged is 
2750 feet, and the depth of the stream 
Is 120 feet. Three big towers o£ steel 
were erected to support the cables. On 
the north of the Straits is a 
bluff 


known as Dillon's Point. Here, tow- 
ering 225 feet above the hill and 385 
feet above the tidal flow, rises one of 
the great towers of steel.

A more interesting spot could hardly 
be found anywhere in the world than 
Death Valley. The story of the emi- 
grants who in 1850 lost their lives and 
gave to the valley Its name is perhaps 
too well known to need further space. 
The history of Death Valley from that 
day to this has been one of hardship 
and peril and death, with rarely aught 
to relieve its harshness. It is a place 
where rainstorms are well nigh un- 
known and yet where the effects of 
cloudbursts are almost unparalleled. It 
Is the hottest spot on earth, yet ice 
often forms there. It is a place where 
'he air becomes so arid that men have 
died from lack of moisture when abun- 
dant water was at hand. It is a rent 
In the earth, the bottom of which, in 
srite of the washings Of centuries, is 
probably deeper below .the level of the 
sea than that of any other valley in 
the world. In summer -the heat Is In- 
tense and men cannot go an hour with- 
out water without becoming insane. A 
thermometer hanging under a wide Ve- 
randah on the north side of an adobe 
house at the Valley Ranch has regis- 
tered 137 degrees. 
No work worth 
mentioning has ever been done or ever 
will be done there at that -time of the 
year. 


About the year 1880 borax was dis- 
covered in Death Valley by a man 
named Aaron Winters, who was living 
with his wife at a place known as Ash 
Meadows, Just east of Death Valley. 


do th<> work in the valley, but to the 
California)! such difficulties as these 
problems presented were matters of 
common occurrence. Works were erect- 
ed, one and one-half miles of good pipe 
put down, houses for men and animal* 
were built, and the work of making 
borax went right along. 
The company established a -ranch 
about a mile from the works and 
named it "Greenland." The ranch and 
the works were run for five years, from 
1SS3 to 18SS. when they were shut 
do\vn. On an average forty men were 
employed and teams were 'going and 
coming all the time. 
The men had 
the best food obtainable and-'were 
housed as all men are in mining campa, 
but they "could never be made content- 
ed, evefi In the winter season. A'man 
who had lived there six months was an 
old citizen, while one who remained 
from September, when the work for 
each season began, until June, when 
the hot season compelled the closing 
of the works, was a marvel to the rest. 
Only one man lives there now. 
All the migratory birds passing that 
way made the ranch 
their stopping 
place, for water was scarce In that re- 
gion. The smallest pond, even the 
crystallizing vats, attracted them. In 
some of the vats they would remain 
swimming about all night. If the night 
was cold they often remained longer, 
whether they wished to or not, for the 
crystals form so rapidly at such times 
that when morning comes the unfortu- 
nate birds are so weighted down with 
crystals that they cannot fly. 
The loading down of ducks with bo- 
rax crystals led a bright young fellow 
Into a speculation, from which it Is 
said he made a lot of money. lie 
learned that the borax preserved the 
meat from decaying without in_v any 
way injuring its flavor, and thereupon 
he made a preserving powder for the 
use of sportsmen who might want to 
send game to their friends. 
It was 
composed chiefly of powdered borax, 
but he gave It a taking name, adver- 
tised it In the sporting papers, and al- 
though he sold it at a high price he 
found a biff market for it 
Straight- 


to themselves or to the teams the men 
could not hope for help until som« 
other team came along over the trail. 
The teams consisted of eighteen mule* 
and two horses, which were steered by 
a single Jerk line about 120 feet long. 
The wagons were built to hold ten 
tons, a train of two wagons carried a 
carload of borax, and not over a sim- 
ple iron tramway, but up and down the 
rocky deflles and canyons of oneof the 
most precipitous mountain ranges In 
the world, the Panamint. These wag- 
ons were In use constantly for five 
years without a single breakdown 
The works in Death Valley were 
closed down In 18S8, and have not been 
run since, but two of the wagons were 
in constant use for ten years after- 
wards, running- from the borate mine 
In the Calico Mountains to Daggett 
Station. 


Hitherto the gathering of borax ma- 
terials had been a placer-mining prop- 
osition, but with the discovery of ole- 
manite it became a 
quartz-mlninjr 
propositicn. The new material was a 
well defined layer or ledge, and it could 
be mined only as any ore might le 
Owing to scarcity of water and fuel it 
this point, the 
Pacific 
Coast Borax 


Company, who owned the mines, h;u1 
to ship the crude material to Alameda 
to be manufactured into borax. The 
crude stuff in lumps of all sizes Is 
dumped off the cars into the mill. It 
is there fed into the iron Jaws of a 
breaker which reduces it to lumps 
smaller than a walnut. Thence it goes 
to a mill that, reduces it to a fine pow- 
der. In the meantime a lot of carbon- 
ate of soda has also been powdered. 
Having the two powders ready, the bo- 
rate and soda are dumped into a diges.- 
tor. where they are mixed with a liquor 
and stirred up. The heat and the tur- 
moil upset the existing affinities, and 
the boraclc acid and soda form bi- 
borate of soda, which Is the chemist's 
name for borax. The borax remains in 
solution and the solution is run Into 
tanks, where the borax can crystallize 
out. 
In the tanks the boras forms in 
crystals, which are again boiled up, re- 
fined and re-crystallized.

Pans in which to 
boll the material, vats' in which to 
crystallize the product, 'pipes to bring 
water from the spring and lumber for 
houses, stables, etc., had all to be 
hauled ov.t to the valley from San Ber- 
nardino, 350 miles away, over a desert 
with never a house and scarce a spring 
between. It cost eight cent.3 a pound 
to carry the stuff across the desert. 
Moreover, men had to be secured to 


AS a mat- 
ter of fact, simple powdered borax, as 
it is sold in the grocery store, will serve 
every preservative purpose as well as 
any of these high-priced goods 'and at 
a fraction of the cost. 


The largest, most 
capacious and 


most economical wagons ever built 
were made for use in Death Valley. 
The company organized a system of 
transportation over the desert which 
should be adequate for the safe hand- 
ling of all the product of the Death 
Valley region. 
The entire length of 


the desert road between Death Valley 
and Mojave is 164Yt miles, and experi- 
ence had demonstrated that a. loaded 
team could only travel from fifteen to 
seventeen miles a day. There was, of 
course, but one way in which those 
fifty-mile stretches could be crossed, 
and that was by hauling water for 
men and animals for the three days re- 
quired In the passage between springs. 
The desert does not produce a mouth- 
ful of food of any kind. Grain and hay 
had to be hauled, as well as water.

This waste 
matter which consists principally of 
shavings, is used as fuel for an engine 
which turns the wheels of several fac- 
tories. 


While the Standard Planing Mill turns 
out all classes of work, only the very 
best material is used and Mr. Roth em- 
ployes only the most skillful workmen, so 
that whatever article is delivered is al- 
ways satisfactory to his patrons. He 
has a large call for sashes and doors, 
and his department for that work is one 
of the best equipped establishments of 
its kind in the State. 
Mr. Roth is married and has two bright 
boys, who have inherited their father's 
energy and ability to make friends. The 
family lives at 6778 Seventeenth stret.
